A very recent Issue of the 
Daily 


Express of London, relates what it 
describes as the first instance in Eng- 
land of hypnotic suggestion 
taking 


the place of an anaesthetic in a seri- 
ous 
surgical operation. A woman, 


thirty-eipht years old was suffering 
from a severely ulcerated log, and it 
was decided that her 
life 
could be 


saved only by the amputation of the 
limb. 


She desired to be hypnoti2ed for the 


operation, dreading the use of chloro- j 
form which, it was believed, 
would j 


hau> been dangerous in her 
ease1 


Dr Aldncii. of Olapham, a suburb of 
London, hypnotized her experimental- i 
ly on several successive days, the hyp- 
notic trance lasted about half an hour 
on each occasion 


All the tests applied proved satis- 


factory, and on Wednesday Dr. Aid- 
rich operated upon her in the presence 
of two other surgeons and a nurse. 
All the doctors were somewhat doubt- 
ful of success and had provided chlo- 
roform in case of emergency. 


The operation began at 4:50 o'clock < 


in the afternoon. 
While it was in 


progress the patient chatted with the 
nurse and drank wine. To an ordinary 
••bserver she would have appeared to 
have been conscious the whole time. 


Nevertheless, the operation was 


painless, and she was unaware of 
what wa* passing. 


While operating, Dr. Aldrich said: 


"I am cutting off your leg below the 
knee." The patient laughed and said. 
"All right, hold my hand " One of the 
surgeons took hold of tier hand, and 
when the nerves were severed the pa- 
tient gripped the doctor's hand hard. 


i'he operation was completed at 


5:10. The patient was awakened at 
5:15, whereupon she said: 'I have 
pins and needles." There were no 
symptoms of ahock. Her pulse and 
temperature are normal, her spirits 
are high and she eats well.
